Respiratory therapy prep;

“Letter jackets show how 
many different schools attend 
TJC. ” Freshman Ginger Brewton 
said. “But even more important 
they promote school spirit.” 

A product of countless hours of 
athletic, scholastic or other 
achievements, the letter jacket 
holds a story of its owner. 

“There is a lot you can learn 
about a person by the patches on 
their jackets,” Sophomore 
Denise Childs says. “At one 
glance you know if a person is in¬ 
to sports, band, or something 
else.” 

Aside from the large letter on 
the side pocket, which represents 
the owner’s high school, the let¬ 
ter jacket’s true meaning is defin¬ 
ed by its patches. For many peo¬ 
ple the number of patches is the 
level of past success, while others 
feel the prestige of certain patches 
matters most. From honorable 
mention to team captain, these 
patches make each jacket unique. 

For the next few months, the 
letter jacket will be noticed, ap¬ 
preciated and even honored. But 
then it will be packed away to 
wait for the next year. 


Respiratory therapy offers both 
12-month and 24-month pro¬ 
grams for a limited number of 
TJC students interested in health¬ 
care careers. 

Respiratory therapy is defined 
by the American Association for 
Respiratory Therapy as “an allied 
health specialty employed with 
medical direction in the treat¬ 
ment, management, control, 
diagnostic evaluation and care of 
patients with deficiencies and ab¬ 
normalities with the car¬ 
diopulmonary system.” 

It is used in the treatment of 
asthma, emphysema, bronchitis, 
pneumonia and for post-operative 
patients. 

Broncho-pulmonary drainage 
constitutes 80 percent of the 
work, said Program Coordinator 
John H. Abel. 

Other phases include ad¬ 
ministration of medical gases, en¬ 
vironmental control systems, 
humidification, aerosols, medica¬ 
tions, ventilatory support, 
pulmonary rehabilitation, car¬ 
diopulmonary resuscitation and 
airway management. Testing is 
done for pulmonary function and 
blood analysis. 

A student in the 12-month pro¬ 
gram receives a certificate of pro¬ 
ficiency and may apply to take a 


national examination to qualify as 
a certified respiratory therapy 
technician. 


The 24-month student 
graduates with an associate in ap¬ 
plied science degree. Graduates 
may apply for the board exam to 
become a registered respiratory 
therapist. 


Only 36 of approximately 100 
applicants are accepted in the pro¬ 
gram with five or six more plac¬ 
ed on a waiting list in case of last- 
minute openings. Students must 
complete six steps to apply for ad¬ 
mission. These include orienta¬ 
tion at one of three local hospitals 
with a department instructor, 
completion of general application 
forms and a divisional application 
for the health science program. 
Students also submit official 
transcripts and health and im¬ 
munization records. Placement 
tests determine acceptance of in¬ 
dicate prerequisite courses. Final¬ 
ly they have personal interviews 
with a college counselor and the 
respiratory therapy program 
coordinator. 

An admissions review board 
screens aplicants and accepts 36. 
These will work under 
Technology Dean Richard T. 
Minter, Viola D. Benevides, 
director of health science educa¬ 
tion, Abel, and full time instruc-
